POPULATION 


The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  population  for  mid- 1971  was 
20,830,  However,  the  1971  Census  returns  have  since  become  available 
and  this  puts  the  population  as  at  April,  1971  at  20,547, 

Births  rose  by  28  over  the  previous  year's  record  low  total  of  203 
giving  a birthrate  of  11,5  per  1000  population. 

Deaths  decreased  by  43,  giving  a deathrate  of  10,0  per  1000, 

For  ease  of  comparison,  I include  below  a table  showing  Chichester

HOUSING 


The  year  1971  was  the  first  complete  year  of  occupation  of  the  62 
flats  at  Farr's  Field,  This  pioneer  scheme  provides  independant  self- 
contained  flats  comprising  bed-sitting  room,  kitchen,  bathroom  and 
individual  w,c,,  central  heating  and  constant  hot  water  and  24  hours 
warden  service,  Ic  has  the  double  distinction  of  being  not  only  the 
largest  block  of  such  local  authority  flats  in  the  country,  but  also, 
because  of  its  size,  it  can  provide  a daily  restaurant  service  for  the 
tenants.  As  a result,  tenants  who  might  otherwise  have  difficulty  in 


looking  after  themselves  because  of  increasing  age  and  frailty,  can  now 
look  forward  to  leading  independant  lives  in  their  own  surroundings  with 
a real  sense  of  security  regarding  their  future. 

Before  this  scheme  was  completed,  some  criticism  was  made  regarding 
the  number  of  units  being  provided,  the  inference  being  that  it  was 
undesirable  to  have  more  than  25-30  elderly  persons  under  one  roof. 

This  widely-held  view  has  already  resulted  in  many  sheltered-housing 
schemes  in  this  country  being  too  small  to  permit  the  provision  of  those 
additional  services  which  are  so  necessary  to  keep  elderly  persons 
independant  and  active. 

Experience  in  Chichester  has  shown  us  that  certain  pre-conceived 
prejudices  of  elderly  persons  should  be  reconsidered  by  designers, 
architects  and  administrators.  The  following  are  some  of  our  findings  - 

Food 


(i)  Frozen  food,  if  properly  presented,  is  not  only  acceptable  but 
is  popular.  The  plate-wastage  after  each  pre-frozen  meal  is  almost  zero, 
compared  with  a higher  plate-wastage  from  fresh  foodstuffs,  especially 
when  indifferently  prepared,  cooked  and  served; 

(ii)  Pre-frozen  meals  are  more  popular  when  served  on  traditional 
dinner-plates  than  when  served  in  compartmented  foil-dishes; 

(iii)  One  main  two-course  cooked  meal  (17  pence)  at  midday  provides 
sufficient  food  for  most  elderly  persons,  who  then  require  only  a self- 
prepared  light  breakfast  and  light  supper  as  supplement; 

(iv)  Chips  remain  popular  well  into  the  older  age-group,  (Dehydrated 
mashed  potato  ranks  low  in  preference) ; 

(v)  Alternative  choice  of  meals  is  of  great  importance;  cold  meats, 
steamed  fish,  hot  pie  or  grilled  chops  make  acceptable  alternatives. 

Traditional  Sunday-roast  dinners  are  an  important  weekly  event,  and 
should  be  included  as  a necessary  part  of  a catering  scheme  for  elderly 
persons . 

Baths 


(i)  Showers  are  surprisingly  popular  so  long  as  they  can  be 
pre-adjusted  to  desired  temperature,  can  be  held  in  the  hand  instead 
of  being  fixed  over-head,  and  can  be  taken  sitting  down  in  a warm  bath- 
room; and 

(ii)  long  baths  are  preferred  by  a minority  only.  The  Medic  Bath, 
(walk-in  cabinet  type)  provided  at  Farr's  Field,  is  immensely  popular 
especially  amongst  those  who  have  previously  been  un-able  to  enjoy  a 
bath  for  some  years  because  of  rheumatic  and  similar  disabilities. 

Bidets 


Bidets  will  undoubted  become  more  popular  with  coming  generations. 
Many  older  persons  at  present  view  them  with  some  suspicion. 

Television  in  Public  Room 


Unless  colour-vision  is  available,  most  elderly  people  prefer  to 
view  in  the  privacy  of  their  own  room  on  their  own  sets. 

Social  Evenings 


The  high  attendance  at  the  frequent  social  evenings  is  a good 
indication  of  the  importance  of  such  functions  in  giving  everyone  some- 
thing to  look  forward  to  and  to  groom  and  dress  up  for.

1970, 
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Cancer 


This  classification  includes  all  deaths  registered  as  being  due  to 
cancer,  malignant  and  lymphatic  neoplasms,  ephithelioma,  sarcoma,  etc. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  in  the  City  during  1971  from  all  forms  of 
cancer  was  61  a decrease  of  2 compared  with  1970. 

The  death  rate  from  this  cause  per  1,000  population  is  2.9 (3.0  in  1970) 
which  compares  with  a rate  (provisional)  of  2,4  for  England  and  Wales  for 
1971.

POLIOMYELITIS 

No  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  notified  during  the  year.  Generally 
oral  vaccine  continued  to  be  used. 


DIPHTHERIA 

No  cases  of  the  disease  were  notified  during  the  year,  the  last 
notification  being  in  1954  (the  only  confirmed  case  in  the  past  24  years). 


VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 


The  West  Sussex  County  Council,  as  the  local  health  authority,  is 
responsible  for  immunisation  programmes,  and  with  new  procedures  and 
immunisation  techniques  (and  particularly  the  use  of  a computer  for  routine 
organisational  and  statistical  purposes),  every  encouragement  and  assistance 
is  given  to  parents  to  ensure  that  children  receive  combined  protection 
against  the  more  serious  infectious  diseases.  Triple  antigen  vaccine 
against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  has  simplified  the  immunisation 
programme.  Measles  vaccination  is  now  available  routinely  for  children  in 
the  second  year  of  life  and  to  susceptible  children  up  to  school- leayang  age. 

In  July  1971,  the  Secretary  of  State  accepted  the  advice  of  the  Joint 
Committee  on  Vaccination  and  Immunisation  that  smallpox  vaccination  need 
no  longer  be  given  to  children  as  a routine,  because  the  risk  of  serious 
complications  from  vaccination  now  outweighed  the  risk  of  the  British  public 
being  exposed  to  smallpox.  Smallpox  vaccination  was,  therefore,  immediately 
deleted  from  the  county's  current  immunisation  schedule,  and  therefore,  no 
statistics  for  smallpox  vaccinations  and  re- vaccinations  are  included  in  1971, 

Details  of  the  numbers  of  children  under  16  vaccinated  during  the  year 
are  given  in  Table  13.

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MASS  RADIOGRAPHY 


From  the  1st  April,  1970,  the  General  Practitioners'  Chest  X-ray  Referral 
Service  in  West  Sussex  was  provided  by  the  Surrey  Chest  Radiography  Unit  which 
took  over  responsibility  from  the  Portsmouth  Mass  Radiography  Unit. 

The  General  Practitioners ' Chest  X-ray  Referral  Service  is  not  intended  to 
replace,  or  in  any  way  compete  with,  the  facilities  provided  by  the  local  chest 
clinic  or  hospital  radiography  department.  The  aim  is  to  provide  a service 
directly  geared  to  the  needs  of  general  practice  whereby  patients  with  little 
or  no  respiratory  symptoms  may  be  referred  to  chest  X-ray  and  thus  improve  the 
diagnostic  resources  of  General  Practitioners  without  over-loading  the  hospital 
and  chest  clinic.

B.C.G.  vaccination  of  school  children  aged 
13  and  over  is  carried  out  (where  parents  so 
desire)  in  those  cases  where  Mantoux  skin- 
tests  have  indicated  an  inadequate  resistance 
to  tuberculosis  infection.

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SECTION  IV 


WATER  SUPPLY 


The  following  report  on  the  City's  water  supply  for  the  year  is  supplied 
by  Mr.  L.J.  Simpson,  Engineer  to  the  Portsmouth  Water  Company. 

Sources  of  Supply,  Treatment  and  Sampling  Results 

The  public  water  supply  to  the  City  is  all  derived  from  the  chalk  of 
the  South  Downs  by  means  of  wells,  boreholes,  and  adits  at  Fishbourne, 

Funtington  and  Lavant  Pumping  Stations.  The  supply  was  satisfactory,  both 
in  quality  and  quantity,  throughout  the  year. 

The  raw  waters  were  free  from  any  tendancy  towards  plumbo-solvent 
action.  They  underwent  continuous  purification  before  being  pumped  either 
directly  into  the  distribution  system  or  into  the  storage  reservoir  at  Lavant. 

At  all  three  sources  treatment  consisted  of  the  application  of  chlorine 
in  minimum  quantities  except  at  Fishbourne  where  a higher  dose  of  chlorine 
was  applied  followed  by  de-chlorination  by  sulphur  dioxide  to  a normal 
chlorine  residual. 

All  the  three  Stations  supplying  the  City  are  under  automatic  operation 
with  supervisory  control. 

During  the  year  74  bacteriological  samples  collected  from  the  distribution 
system  within  the  City  were  examined,  together  with  259  samples  of  treated  water 
derived  from  the  same  source  but  taken  outside  the  City.  Additionally,  80 
samples  of  untreated  water  were  examined  in  the  Company's  laboratory. 

Chemical  analyses  were  made  of  13  treated  water  samples  from  within  the 
City,  12  from  outside  the  City,  and  39  raw  waters. 

All  the  samples  of  treated  water  were  reported  to  be  of  the  highest 
standard  of  bacterial  purity  indicative  of  a wholesome  water  suitable  for 
public  water  supply  purposes. 

The  total  hardness  of  the  supply  varied  from  250  p.p.m,  (Funtington 
source)  to  275  p.p.m.  (Fishbourne  source).  The  average  total  hardness  of 
the  City's  supply  being  260  p.p.m.  of  which  the  permanent  hardness  averaged 
15-30  p.p.m. 

During  the  year  there  were  114  connections  to  the  public  water  supply 
and  37  disconnections,  making  a net  increase  of  77. 

The  number  of  premises  in  Chichester  supplied  from  public  water  mains, 
direct  is  7,582.  This  figure  includes  the  Stockbridge  and  Fishbourne  areas 
just  outside  the  City  boundary. 

The  fluoride  content  of  all  the  raw  waters  is  less  than  0.1  p.p.m. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Chichester  is  drained  as  far  as  possible  on  the  separate  system  of 
main  drainage  (i.e.  rain  water  is  drained  separately  from  soil  water). 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works,  the  outfall  from  which  discharges  into 
Chichester  Harbour,  are  situated  at  Appledram. 

Cesspool  Drainage 

The  majority  of  houses  in  the  City  are  on  main  drainage,  but  in  the 
unsewered  areas  there  are  approximately  190  properties  with  cesspool 
drainage.  During  the  year  526  emptyings  of  cesspools  were  carried  out 
by  the  Council,  4 free  emptyings  being  allowed  per  year  for  each  premises. 
19  houses  have  been  transferred  to  main  drainage  since  the  previous  report. 

Public  Cleansing 


Trade  refuse  is  collected  from  shops  and  offices  in  the  main  streets 
twice  weekly,  A weekly  domestic  collection  is  operated;  disposal  being 
the  Corporation's  controlled  tip  at  Westhampnett  Road,  where  a programme 
of  in-filling  of  disused  gravel  pits  is  continuing. 

Street  cleansing  is  carried  out  daily  in  the  main  streets  and  at 
frequent  intervals  in  other  streets  using  a mechanical  sweeper  sup- 
plemented by  manual  orderlies  when  necessary. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 


There  are  no  registered  common  lodging-houses  in  the  City. 


PUBLIC  MORTUARY 


Increased  use  was  made  during  the  year  of  the  facilities  provided  by 
the  public  mortuary,  which  include  refrigerated  storage.  An  arrangement 
is  in  operation  for  bodies  from  Chichester,  Midhurst  and  Petworth  Rural 
Districts  to  be  admitted,  mainly  where  post-mortem  examinations  are 
subsequently  carried  out.  The  following  tables  summarise  and  analyse 
the  admissions  during  the  year  and  show  an  increase  over  the  last  five 
years  of  417o.

SECTION  V 


Slum  Clearance 


HOUSING 


No  clearance  areas  were  declared  or  are  outstanding.  Six  houses  were, 
however,  found  to  be  unfit  for  habitation, and  were  closed  following 
representations.  Most  of  these  will  eventually  be  improved  and  recon- 
structed to  form  useful  dwellings.  There  are,  however,  some  forty  houses 
mostly  unoccupied,  the  subject  of  earlier  clearance  areas,  and  forming 
the  subject  of  two  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders,  which  have  not  yet  been 
demolished . 

Improvement  Areas 

Little  progress  had  been  made  at  the  end  of  the  year  towards 
declaring  an  area  on  the  eastern  outskirts  of  the  City,  a General 
Improvement  Area,  The  rehabilitation  of  one  of  the  least  attractive 
residential  areas  in  the  City,  will,  it  is  hoped,  not  be  too  long  deferred. 

Improvement  of  Houses 


Improvement  grant  work  continues  with  unabated  vigour,  and  shows  no 
sign  of  slackening.  During  the  year  sixty-two  applications  for  grants 
were  approved.

The  improvement  grant  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act,  1969  which  cover 
repairs  and  replacements  needed  for  the  purpose  of  making  fully  effective 
other  improvements  carried  out  at  the  same  time,  have  proved  of  immense 
help  in  the  rehabilitation  of  older  properties  in  the  City,  These  houses, 
often  100  or  more  years  old,  require  substantial  repairs,  to  bring  them  up 
to  a reasonable  standard,  the  cost  of  which  quite  frequently  exceeds  that 
of  providing  amenities  to  the  twelve  point  standard.  This  can  only  emphasize 
the  benefit  to  be  derived  from  carrying  out  improvemnnts  before  deterioration 
has  become  so  extensive  as  to  preclude  rehabilitation  at  a reasonable  cost. 

Grant  aided  improvements  have  social  and  economic  aspects;  both  will 
usually  be  present.  In  some  instances  there  may  be  little  economic 
justification  for  improvement,  but  an  overwhelming  social  case,  where  the 
installation  of  one  or  more  standard  amenities  will  help  to  make  life 
more  tolerable  for  a family  living  in  a house  with  a comparatively  short 
estimated  life.  This  Council  has  operated  the  grant  provisions  in  a most 
flexible  and  expeditious  manner  and  made  fully  available,  and  encouraged 
the  use  of  discretionary  grants  as  a means  of  realising  a property's  full 
potential. 

Housing  Acts  1961  and  1969 
Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation 

This  type  of  accommodation  was,  until  recently,  present  to  a limited 
extent  only,  but  now  the  use  of  property  for  this  purpose  is  increasing 
with  its  attendant  problems.  Present  legislation  under  the  Housing  Acts 
does  not  provide  for  action  on  the  grounds  that  the  house  is  situated  in 
a locality  the  amenity  or  character  of  which  would  be  injured  by  multiple 
occupation.  Refusal  to  a change  of  use  must  therefore  be  made  under  planning 
legislation , 
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The  new  definition  of  multiple  occupation  "a  house  which  is  occupied  by 
persons  who  do  not  form  a single  household"  covers  many  kinds  of  situations 
that  may  be  encountered.  Such  houses  usually  do  not  come  to  light  until  they 
are  found  either  by  routine  inspections  or,  more  commonly,  by  neighbours  com- 
plaining of  noise  nuisances  caused  by  cars,  rowdy  behaviour  or  the  playing  of 
record  players  or  radios  - all  of  which  lead  to  a marked  lowering  of  the  standards 
in  otherwise  quiet  residential  areas. 

Action  under  Part  II  of  the  1961  Housing  Act  providing  for  the  execution 
of  works  or  preventing  or  reducing  overcrowding  would  do  little  to  restore  the 
quiet  residential  nature  of  neighbourhoods  and  might  possibly  prejudice  future 
action  under  planning  powers. 

Whilst  there  is  a need  in  this  City,  principally  by  students  and  single 
working  men  and  women,  for  small  units  of  accommodation,  each  must  be  provided 
with  its  own  basic  amenities  and  shared  facilities  must  either  be  eliminated 
or  reduced  to  a minimum.  Unless  firm  and  prompt  action  is  taken  it  is  manifest 
that  this  type  of  letting  will  proliferate  to  the  detriment  of  predominantly 
residential  localities. 

The  number  of  hous es  known  to  be  in  multiple  occupation  is  sixteen.  A 
number  of  these  have  all  amenities  for  the  exclusive  use  of  each  letting  together 
with  space  heating  facilities. 

Rent  Act,  1957 


No  applications  were  received  for  certificates  of  disrepair. 

Qualification  Certicates 

The  Housing  Act,  1969  permitted  rents  to  be  increased  for  certain  dwellings 
in  good  repair  and  provided  with  the  standard  grant  amenities.  Or  those  improved 
with  the  assistance  of  improvement  grants.  There  continues  to  be  a substantial 
number  of  these  applications.

"Human  nature  being  what  it  is,  familiarity  is  apt  to  make  one  blind  to 
certain  faults,  and  the  inspection  system  is  designed  to  cure  this  form  of

In  addition  to  verbal  requests,  fifteen  written  notices  were  served  on 
the  proprietors  of  food  premises  to  carry  out  requirements  found  necessary  to 
comply  with  the  Regulations,  These  covered  such  items  as  cleansing  of  walls, 
floors,  ceilings,  doors,  windows,  equipment,  utensils,  proper  storage  of  refuse, 
personal  cleanliness,  wearing  of  suitable  overclothing,  provision  of  hot  water 
supplies,  and  replacem.ent  of  sinks  and  wash  basins. 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year,  Gastro-intestinal 
upsets,  sickness  and  diarrhoea  occur  from  time  to  time  and  it  is  not  uncommon 
for  visitors  and  residents  so  affected  to  notify  the  department.  It  is  difficult, 
if  not  impossible,  to  successfully  investigate  many  such  cases  as  the  symptoms 
are  so  transient  and  the  time  lapse  between  consuming  the  suspected  food  and 
reporting  the  sickness  so  long. 

On  notification  from  food  premises,  surrender  notes  are  issued  for  unsound 
food  which  is  collected  and  disposed  of  at  the  refuse  tip,  Reif rigerated  display 
cabinet  breakdowns  accounted  for  a large  proportion  of  food  condemned. 

As  in  previous  years,  whenever  the  opportunity  arises,  attention  is  drawn  to 
the  benefits  of  using  paper  or  plastic  sacks  for  the  storage  of  shop  waste  , in 
place  of  less  hygienic  dustbins. 


Food  Complaints 


Twenty-six  complaints  relating  to  food  or  food  premises  were  received  and 
dealt  with.  Seventeen  referred  to  the  following  complaints: -

U,  H.  T.  milk  is  sold  in  the  City,  in  addition  to  pasteurised,  homogenised, 

sterilised,  farm  bottled,  Channel  Islands  and  South  Devon  milk.  This  is  milk 

o 

which  has  been  subjected  to  ultra  heat  treatment  (270  F)  for  at  least  one 
second.  It  is  homogenised  and  will  keep  unopened  without  refrigeration  for 
up  to  five  months. 

There  is  one  pasteurising  plant  in  the  City,  the  output  being  10,000 
gallons  per  day  rising  to  15,000  gallons  per  day  during  the  summer  months. 
Skimmed  milk  is  also  pasteurised  and  concentrated  32.5%.  Cottage  cheese  is 
produced,  and  yoghourt  output  is  100,000  cartons  per  week.  Surplus  skimmed 
milk  is  powdered  and  goes  for  m.anufacture  of  baby  foods,  chocolate,  etc. 

Dealers'  licences  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations  1960 
are  issued  by  the  West  Sussex  County  Council,  as  the  Food  and  Drugs  authority 
and  operate  for  a five  year  period  from  the  date  of  issue. 

Brucella  Abortus 

There  is  only  one  producer  left  within  the  City  area.  This  milk  is  sent 
for  pasteurisation,  thus  no  samples  of  raw  milk  were  examined.

There  are  no  processing  plants  of  this  type  in  the  City. 

Poultry  Inspection  - Slaughter  of  Poultry  Act,  1967 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  the  Deputy  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  were  appointed  the  authorised  officers  of  the  City  Council  to  enter 
premises  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  Act.  There  are,  however,  no  poultry 
processing  establishments  in  the  City.

Maximum  permitted  noise  levels  continue  to  be  attached,  where  appropriate, 
to  planning  consents,  where  factories  are  to  be  established,  extended  or  change 
of  use  granted  in  or  adjacent  to  residential  areas.  This  is  proving  to  be 
the  most  hopeful  development  to  date,  and  one  that  should  eventually  result  in 
far  reaching  improvement  in  environmental  conditions.

Plans  for  new  buildings  or  improvements  and  alterations  to  existing  ones 
are  referred  to  this  department  by  the  City  Surveyor  where  they  relate  to 
food  premises,  factories  or  offices  and  shops.  Inspections  and  recommendations 
are  then  made  to  ensure  that  any  necessary  alterations  are  incorporated  in  the 
plans  to  comply  with  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1960,  the  Factories 
Act,  1961  and  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963. 

Clean  Air  Acts,  1956/68 


Five  complaints  dealt  with  were  concerned  with  burning  of  rubbish  at 
the  rear  of  factories  and  food  premises,  and  domestic  bonfires. 

Three  applications  were  received  under  Section  3,  which  requires  that 
new  furnaces  shall  be,  so  far  as  practicable,  smokeless.  All  were  approved. 

No  smoke  control  areas  exist  in  the  City  at  the  present  time. 

Pigeon  Control 

Public  Health  Act,  1961,  Section  74 


Pigeons  continue  to  foul  and  deface  buildings  in  the  City,  and,  moreover 
can  carry  a variety  of  diseases  and  create  conditions  which  encourage  mites, 
flies,  carpet  beetles  and  other  pests. 

Trapping  in  the  City  Centre  was  continued  and  some  141  feral  pigeons 
were  accounted  for.  During  the  past  six  years  over  750  have  now  been 
caught , 

The  practice  of  coating  ledges,  etc.,  with  jelly-like  compounds,  to 
discourage  pigeons  roosting,  has  largely  been  discontinued.  It  is  of  doubtful 
long  term  value,  is  expensive,  does  nothing  to  reduce  the  pigeon  population 
and  causes  birds  to  move  to  adjacent  unprotected  buildings  hitherto  free. 
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Camping  Sites  and  Moveable  Dwellings 


There  are  no  licensed  sites  in  the  City.  One  showman's  site  is  in  use, 
mainly  in  the  winter  months. 

Offensive  Trades 


No  nuisances  were  reported  during  the  year  from  offensive  trades.
